SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The continuing growth of inflation has caused increased costs 
in just about every phase of town operations. 


In Snow Removal, which includes plowing, sanding, stock- 
piling and salt, the sum of $47,000 appropriated at the March 
Town Meeting fell short by $6,500. In view of this shortage, a 
special town meeting was held in November, at which time $6,500 
was appropriated from Overlay, making a total of $53,500 expend- 
ed during the 1980/81 snow season with the exception of $68.00 
of that sum unexpended as of Jan. 31, 1981, which works out to 
$1,027.53 per mile. 


The Highways and Bridges account of $20,000 plus $1,162.10 
received for the sale of culverts was sufficient to meet the needed 
requirements, ending the year with a $4,384.18 surplus, which . 
would have been greater had ditching and grading not started be- 
fore the frost was out of the ground; had 15” culverts not been 
installed to carry drainage from 18” culverts, necessitating remov- 
al and re-installation. However, in the year 1981 approximately 
more than a half mile of Cobbtown Road has to be gravelled and 
graded, along with some other gravel roads long overdue for 
attention. 


Town roads, always a source of expenditures have increased 
more rapidly in recent years due to more than the normal increase 
in population. Apart from such costs, another problem is slowly 
taking shape. Land owners are complaining about culverts spilling 
water on their land. They maintain that land is much too valuable 
to be turned into bog and swamp by drainage. 


Our town population will jump from 955 to over 1,400, based 
on preliminary reports from the Census Bureau. The Camden- 
Rockport dump, currently operated by Penscot Farms to whom we, 
under the terms of an existing contract, are responsible, will be 
paid $9.50 per person residing in Lincolnville. Considering other 
additional costs which the town must share, the total figure to be 
raised will amount to approximately $14,500. 


Expenditures for Tar and Surfacing amounted to $26,280, 
leaving a balance of $620. 


Payment on the school construction bond was $35,000 on 
principal and 16,770 in interest for a total of $51,770. 


The welfare appropriations which amounted to $3,000 in 


1980 should be increased in 1981 in order to meet the needs of 
an applicant recently migrated to the town from out of state. Af- 
ter processing this application, local welfare has been paying $210 
monthly in this case alone. 

Heating oil costs seem to be a responsibility of the town over 
and above routine welfare as set forth in the guidelines. Oil amount- 
ing to $306.84 was delivered to one mobile home over a period of 
44 days.

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REVALUATION REPORT 


With reference to Article 11-B of Warrant for Special Town 
Meeting, dated June 6, 1980, the following is submitted: 


Approximately four hundred and twenty-five (425) homes 
and commercial structures have been appraised in accordance with 
the State of Maine system of property appraisal. During the course 
of this revaluation some properties have been found to be over- 
assessed under the 1972 pricing tables, while in the majority of 
cases, expecially on lakes and pond properties tend to be under- 
assessed. 


In some cases, dilapidated properties assessed during the 
1972 revaluation were purchased shortly thereafter; reconditioned, 
renovated and otherwise increased in value by the addition of at- 
tached structures. In cases where no adjustments were made for 
improvements such properties will be increased in value much more 
than standard increases based on inflation.

Title 36, section 653 provides for certain real and personal 
property tax exemptions for qualified veterans. Subsection (1) (F) 
imposes certain requirements to be eligible for these exemptions. 


The first requirement is that the veteran was a resident of 
Maine at the time of his entry into the service, or that he had been 
a resident of Maine for at least 10 years (not necessarily consecutive) 
prior to making claim for exemption. 


On December 11, 1980, the Maine Supreme Judicial Court 
decided the case of Lambert v. Wentworth et al., Assessors of the 
Town of Wells, Me., __A.2d___ (Dec. 11, 1980). The case in- 
volved the challenge to the 10 year residence requirement as a con- 
dition of eligibility for the veteran’s property tax exemption by a 
veteran who had been a resident of Maine for less than 10 years. 
The Court decided that the 10 year residence requirement was in- 
deed unconstitutional. 


Since the 10 year residency requirement has been declared un- 
constitutional, that partucular portion of the veterans statute is no 
longer valid. However, the alternative requirement for eligibility, 
that the veteran was a resident of Maine at the time of entry into 
the service, remains intact, and continues as a legal requirement 
for receipt of a veteran’s exemption. 


The effect of this decision is to restrict the veteran’s property 
tax exemption to only those veterans who entered the service when 
they were residents of the State of Maine. Accordingly, as of April 
1, 1981, only those otherwise qualified veterans who were residents 
of the State of Maine at the time of entry into the service should 


receive the veteran’s exemption. This applies not only to those 
veterans who apply for an exemption for 1981 and thereafter, but 
also to all veterans currently receiving a veteran’s exemption.

All Taxpayers should read the following requirement and comply 
with it. 


Title 36, Section 706 — Maine Revised Statutes 1964 


“Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give seasonable 
notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting notifications in 
some public place in the town or shall notify them, in such other 
way as the town directs, to make and bring in to them true and 
perfect lists of their polls and all their estates, real and personal, 
not by law exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed 
on the first day of April of the same year. If any resident owner 
after such notice, or any non-resident owner after being reason- 
ably requested thereto by the assessors, does not bring in such 
lists, he is thereby barred of his right to make application to 

the assessors or the county commissioners for any abatement of 
his taxes, unless he offers such lists with his application and 
satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed. 
The request upon non-resident owners may be proved by a 
notice sent by mail directed to the last known address of the 
taxpayer or given by any other method that brings notice 

home to the taxpayer.”’ 


Notice to Veterans Desiring Tax Exemption 


Any veteran who desires to secure exemptions allowed by law, 
shall file written proof of entitlement on or before the first 

day of April with the Assessors of the town in which he resides, 
whereupon the Assessors shall grant exemption to such persons, 
while so qualified. |

This study committee is specified in Article 10 of the Special 
Town Meeting Warrant dated June 6, 1980. 


The following were appointed by the Board of Selectmen: 
Colin Coombs, Cyril Hopper, Julia Libby, Ernest Oliver and Pris- 
cilla Pattison. 


The committee met and organized. Ernest Oliver was elected 
chairman and Julia Libby was elected secretary. 


At its November 7, 1980 meeting the committee requested 
information regarding the positions of town clerk, tax collector 
and treasurer. The information was forthcoming from Terry W. 
Calderwood of Calderwood, Ingraham and Gibbons, attorneys, 
a copy of which is attached. 


During its subsequent deliberations the committee asked a 
member to consult with the town managers of Camden and Rock- 
port as to the positions of town clerk, tax collector and treasurer 
in their communities. Another member was asked to consult with 
the selectmen of Hope and Northport in regard to these same offices 
in their towns. A third member was asked to interview the Lincoln- 
ville town clerk, tax collector and treasurer. This was done and 
each reported back to the committee. In addition the committee 
invited the selectmen of Lincolnville to, individually, meet with It. 
They willingly came and discussed their problem. 


The committee has concluded its study of the present system 
of administration of the Lincolnville town government and makes 
the following recommendations. 


lt recommends to the selectmen that they consider the 
formation of a charter commission to bring forth a charter 
for governing the town of Lincolnville. 
It further recommends to the selectmen that they cause to be 
appropriated a sufficient sum of money to cover the costs of 
having the town office open from nine in the morning until 
five in the afternoon Monday through Friday for the benefit 
of the people of Lincolnville.

The formation of the Study Committee was ates by the 
Board of Selectmen for the purpose of determining weaknesses in 
the current system of town government administration and to sub- 
mit recommendations of their findings, by way of the Municipal 
Officers, to the people of Lincolnville. 


Among matters suggested to the committee for consideration 
was: See laa hy 


1. Determine and make clear the department of town govern- 
ment responsible under state law for the administration 
and expenditure of. monies raised and cle aelslal ue by the | 
town’s legislative body. 


No reference i is made to this question in the foregoing 
statement. Why? 


2. Determine and make recommendations as to whether or 
~ not persons elected to public office are entitled to vacations 
with pay. 


The question was ignored. Why? 


The Study Committee adopted the policy of interviewing indi- 
viduals on a person-to-person basis as stated in paragraph No. 5 of 
the report. Such a procedure in the process of factfinding amounts 
to no more than the condonement of conflict of interest, since the 
committee as a whole was denied the privilege to question statements . 


on made. 


| THe Chairman of the Board of Selectmen tithes: a member 
of the Study Committee in the early stage of the proceedings that 
he would submit written recommendations and desired to appear 
before the committee to support his recommendations. This he 
did, making himself subject to and was questioned by members of 
the committee. 


Upon receipt of ee committee’s report the chairman.of the 
committee was asked why Selectmen’s recommendations were ig- 
nored. He replied that the committee could not accept the recom- 
mendation of appointing office holders in the belief that the voters 
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would reject such recommendations. 


This totally new concept of thought was something more 
than surprising. It expressed a pre-conceived opinion as to what 
the voters would accept or reject. 


The purpose of such a committee is to gather factual inform- 
ation, relate it to the people, thus permitting the voting body to 
render its own decision. In this respect, it would seem that the 
committee fell far short of accomplishing the purposes for which 
it was established. 


In referring to the Selectmen’s recommendations as being ig- 
nored, it is not being implied that the Selectmen expected the 
committee to agree with their recommendations, but simply that 
the recommendations should have been referred to in the report 
with some comment as to why they were not acceptable. Paragraph 
No. 5 of the report states: ‘The committee invited the Selectmen 
to individually meet with it. They willingly came and discussed 
their problems.” 


The Selectmen, through their Chairman, informed the com- 
mittee well in advance of the ‘‘invitation” that they intended to 
appear before the committee. 


And what “problem” did the Selectmen discuss? Whose prob- 
lem? Not the Selectmen’s problem as stated. Town problems were 
discussed. Why did the committee’s report not include the subject 
matter of the Selectmen’s discussion? 


The two recommendations made by the committee were mat- 
ters under consideration some six weeks prior to receipt of the 
committee’s report.

DOG LAW 


All owners or keepers of dogs in the Town of Lincolnville are 
hereby reminded of their responsibility as stated in statutes of 
the State of Maine, which read in part as follows: 


On or before the first day of January of each year, the owner 
or keeper of any dog six months old or over shall apply to the 
city or town clerk either orally or in writing for a license for 
each such dog owned or kept by him. Such application shall 
state the breed, sex, color and markings of such dog and the name 
and address of the owner. 


A fee of $5.50 shall be paid the city or town clerk for each 
license issued on all dogs 6 months old or older capable of pro- 
ducing young. All dogs shall be considered capable of producing 
young unless a certificate issued by any licensed veterinarian 
stating that the dog, if female, was made incapable of producing 
young by spaying by him, or, if male, was made incapable of 
producing young by sterilization by him, or upon examination 
by him is certified to be incapable of producing young or by pre- 
vious registration, the owner has declared that the dog is capable 
of producing young. When that certificate accompanies the 
application, a fee of $2.00 shall be paid for each license. In addi- 
tion to the amount paid for a license and tag, each applicant 
shall pay the city or town clerk $1 for recording and making a 
return to the Commissioner of Agriculture. All license fees 
received from dogs incapable of producing young shall be 
retained by the municipality. Said fees shall be kept in a separate 
account and shall be used for costs and salaries for animal control 
and enforcement of licensing laws or to support One or more ap- 
proved humane society or shelter or municipal or regional shelter. 


Any person becoming the owner or keeper of a dog after the 
first day of January, not duly licensed as required, shall, with- 
in 10 days after he becomes the owner or keeper of said dog, 
cause said dog to be described as provided. 


All owners or keepers of dogs in the Town of Lincolnville are 
also reminded that the following regulations were adopted on 
April 1, 1968 in accordance with the provisions of the revised 
statutes of the State of Maine and are still in effect: 


1. No license shall be issued for any dog in the state 
without the presentation of a valid certificate showing 
that the animal has been immunized against rabies. 
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2.  Acertificate of immunization shall be considered valid 
for the purpose of license issuance if it is authorized 
by a licensed veterinarian or by an official Health Dept. 


3.  Thecertificate must show that the date of immunization 
has been within 730 days preceding the date of application 
for the license. 


Chapter 45 — Section 3455 ‘‘Dogs not to run at Large... .” 


It shall be unlawful for the owner of any dog, licensed or un- 
licensed, to permit such dog to run at large, except when used 
for hunting. 


‘At large’’ means off the premises of the owner and not under 
the control of any person by means of personal presence and 
attention as will reasonably control the conduct of such dog. 


Penalties: The Officer having jurisdiction may prosecute 
the owner of any dog running at large, and any person upon con- 
viction shall be punished by a fine of not less than $25. nor 
more than $100.

We are asking for 100% support for the operation of the de- 
partment for this coming year, plus money towards the new fire 
truck, which has been ordered.

Among roads ditched and graded were Moody Mountain, 
Hemenway, Ferry, Thorndike and Cobbtown. Among the most 
expensive roads to maintain are Moody Mountain and Hemenway.

| hereby submit the report of the Camden First Aid Associa- 
tion for 1980. 


The year 1980 was something else! We thought that last year 
the Association had a busy year, however, 1980 was even busier. 
Listed below is the number of runs for the years 1979 and 1980 so 
you can compare them.

This year we transported 630 patients, 67 more than in 1979. 
We traveled 13,401 miles this year, 2,454 miles further than in 
1979. The vehicles were in service for 825 hours, 188 hours more 
than in 1979. As you can see the number of runs has gone up con- 
siderably. This is the most we have ever had. In 1980 we responded 
on 361 runs in Camden, 197 in Rockport, 52 in Lincolnville and 
21 in Hope. The rest were runs to towns in state and out of state. 


At the present time we have 20 Emergency Medical Techni- 
cians and 12 attendants of which two are R.N.’s. Everyone had a 
busy year in training. Almost all of the E.M.T’s had to take a re- 
fresher this year to remain licensed. Many C.P.R_ classes were held 
this year with so being at the Lincolnville school. We had a good ex- 
trication drill on the Mt. Battie Road in the State Park. 

The open house this year was held in July at the Camden Fire 
Station. We had many visitors. The Bert and | show at the Opera 
House was a success. Over $1,000.00 was raised to help pay off the 
loan on Rescue 3. We would like to thank all those who attended 
and who donated this year. The loan on Rescue 3 was completely 
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paid in December. We will be starting a fund drive this year so we 
can replace the 1976 chassis in 1982. 


This year we purchased through Federal matching funds an 
eight-channel high band radio for Rescue 2. This now gives us two 
units with the capability to talk with all hospitals in state and some 
out of state. We are also able to communicate with local police and 
the State police. 


We sincerely wish to thank all who have supported us this 
past year. Without your help we couldn’t provide the service we 
do. | wish to thank the members of the Lincolnville Fire Depart- 
ment for their assistance. A helping hand is always appreciated. 
Thanks to the Selectmen for their support. It was a busy year 
and a job weil done by all.

Re: Annual Report 


This is my seventh Annual Report to the Joint Committee of 
the Appleton School Committee, the Hope School Committee, the 
Lincolnville School Committee and the M.S.A.D. No. 28 Board of 
Directors. It attempts to accurately reflect and highlight the work 
ongoing in the four districts in the past year. 


This report will utilize the same format as last year’s report. 
Specifically, there are four separate sections of the report. One for 
Appleton (on blue paper), one for Hope (on yellow paper), one for 
Lincolnville (on pink paper) and one for M.S.A.D. No. 28 (on white 
paper). Each section will be broken down into various subsections. 


Again as in the past, the school budget is not highlighted in 
this report. The proposed budget and accompanying explanations 
are highlighted in a second report given by me each year at the © 
_ time of the budget vote in the four districts. 


While this year has seen considerable change, all four districts 
have remained constant in their commitment to quality education 
for the students of Appleton, Camden, Hope, Lincolnville and | 
Rockport. The focus in all four districts on staff and program de- 
velopment remains the primary emphasis and concern of your ad- 
ministration. While other areas of responsibility may take more of 
our actual time, or may be more immediately pressing, it remains 
my commitment that the most important reason for our being is 
the education of children and the two most important components 
of this education are our teachers and the program they offer. The 
commitment of each Board and the excellent employees of each dis- 
trict to these ends make my job a rewarding one. 


Herein is transmitted my seventh Annual Report. 
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Central Administration 


The calendar year 1980 has marked the first full year of the 
work of Ed Savage as Assistant Superintendent for M.S.A.D. No. 28, 
Appleton and Hope. Ed has brought considerable experience to this 
job: he was an assistant superintendent for five years and a super- 
intendent for four years prior to coming to our districts. His work 
for S.A.D. No. 28 has been primarily in the areas of transportation, 
maintenance and operations with occasional responsibilities in the 
areas of curriculum and staff evaluation. His previous experiences 
have enabled him to fill in for the superintendent at many meet- 
ings in each of the three districts dealing with negotiations, budget 
development and school committee general sessions. (He even has 
filled in at Lincolnville occasionally when the superintendent has 
not been told of a meeting and is in Augusta. . .). We appreciate 
having a man of his experience and background in this position. 


Lincolnville continues to be working toward establishing a 
superintending-principalship for the Lincolnville School. The 
Commissioner of Educational and Cultural Services has denied 
their request for such a position, however. At the current time a 
bill authorizing a superintending-principal has been drafted and 
will be presented to the Maine Legislature during the early months 
of 1981. This bill would call for the establishment of such a posi- 
tion in Lincolnville during the summer of 1982. It is not possible 
to predict the fate of this bill. In the event that it does not pass, 
the central office will continue to service Appleton, Hope, Lincoln- 
ville and M.S.A.D. No. 28 probably under much the same arrange- 
ment as currently exists. In the event that it does pass, Appleton, 
Hope and M.S.A.D. No. 28 will need to determine the degree of 
administrative services they wish and how they wish to allocate 
those services among the districts. Consideration should be given 
~ early to the type of services and the alignment desired in the event 
that Lincolnville’s bill does pass. 


At the building level we remain with a stable principalship. 
Marvin Higgins is Principal at Rockport Elementary School and 
the Elm Street School with the schools now encompassing grades 
K-5. Arthur Andrews is Principal of the grades 6-8 Mary E. Taylor 
Middle School. Ross Holt and Don Palmer are the Principal and 
Assistant Principal respectively of Camden-Rockport High School. 


Peter Kress is Principal of the grade 1-8 Lincolnville School. 
Beth Guiseley is Principal of the grade 1-8 Hope Elementary 
School. The one new principal in our midst is Dan Gravas, Principal 
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of the grade 1-8 Appleton School. 


Deborah Bower continues as director of special education for 
M.S.A.D. No. 28. Her able leadership has provided us with a special 
education program that is now certified by the state as meeting all 
of the legislation and regulation guidelines for special education. 
Candy Bray has served as interim special education director during 
the fall of 1980 while Debbie has been on maternity leave. We are 
most fortunate to have had Candy with us during this period. She 
has provided excellent leadership and continuity during this period. 
We wish her well in graduate school. 


Angie Ferris, who has been reading consultant in S.A.D. No. 
28 for three years, this year assumed the responsibility for Title | 
coordination in the district. Her job is a complex and difficult one 
being split between three functions — teaching, reading consultant 
and Title | coordinator. She has performed ably in this position. 


Nancy Anderson is in her third year as the central office sec- 
retary. She does capable, efficient and accurate work. We sincerely 
appreciate her dedication to central office affairs in the four dis- 
tricts and to the excellence she brings to the job. 


Pat Duncan remains our central office financial manager. She 
is now in her sixth year with us. Her presence during this time has 
been invaluable to the district. The accuracy of her work, the long 
hours she puts in, her effort and good-natured spirits go a long way 
to establish confidence on the part of the residents and employees 
in the district in our financial affairs. 


Sharon Danforth assists Pat as a part-time bookkeeper and is 
in her third year with us in this function. She, too, performs ably 
and accurately. We are fortunate to have her. 


The net result is a warm, responsive and responsible central 
office secretarial and financial management staff. 


Enrollment 


As the figures and graph on the following page indicate, Lin- 
colnville’s enrollment for 1980 is at an all time high compared with 
the previous seven years. Enrollment for the next four years is pre- 
dicted to increase only slightly on the basis of this data and should, 
by the fifth year, be holding constant. 
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Curriculum 


The Lincolnville School continues to place a large emphasis 

- in the area of curriculum development for our students. Our cur- 

riculum and the teachers that offer it are the two most important 
elements of our program. 


New to the school this year as teachers are: Jim Duncklee, 
teaching science and math in the upper grades; Paula Higgins, teach- 
ing language arts in the upper grades; Virginia McDonald, as our 
special education teacher; Rina Potvin, as a primary school teacher; 
Dottie Laycock, as a teacher aide and Janice Samson as teacher 
aide. They join such old timers as Peter Kress, Principal, Homer 
Achorn, math and social studies teacher, Suzanne Amore, primary 
school teacher, Nancy Crawford, primary school teacher, Sharon 
Litzerman, primary school teacher and Julia Smart, primary school 
teacher. 


One of the largest efforts this year as a result of a Title IV 
grant is agricultural education. During the winter of 1980 we applied 
for and received an $18,000 grant for the 1980-81 school year. This 
is the first of three years of funding we will receive from the state 
through the Title |V-C funds. This grant was designed to employ an 
individual to write and then implement a program in agriculture 
that would teach not only agricultural skills but also the basic skills 
of reading, writing and mathematics. Employed and on board since 
November is Christine Reynolds who is hard at work on this project. 
We are most pleased to have received this grant and are most opti- 
mistic about its implications for education in the Lincolnville 
School. 


During the early fall of 1980 school year we employed Candy 
Bray on a contractual basis to provide us with testing, screening 
and diagnosis of special education youngsters. Miss Bray worked 
with Virginia McDonald for two months and their partnership has 
greatly increased the accuracy and specificity of our special educa- 
tion diagnosis and prescription. 


A new reading program has been instituted in grades 1-4. 
After a committee of teachers had reviewed several basal programs 
it was recommended to and approved by the Lincolnville School 
Committee that the Houghton Mifflin basal program be adopted 
for the Lincolnville School. While we have been pleased with the 
Open Court reading program it was felt that the Houghton Mifflin 
program provided a better phonetic approach and a more compre- 
hensive language arts approach and therefore it has been adopted. 
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A new hand writing program has also been adopted in grades 
1-8. The Zaner-Bloser program is now used in our school. This is 
the first time we have had a unified hand writing program at Lin- 
colnville. 


An effort has been made during the past year to better co- 
ordinate our curriculum in language arts, mathematics, science, 
and social studies with the Camden-Rockport curriculum. It is 
highly desirable that we have such a coordinated program because 
all of our students attend Camden-Rockport High School. At the 
current time your principal and a teacher are participating in a 
science coordination effort with teachers from Appleton, Hope 
and Camden-Rockport. In addition, coordination of the basic skills 
program in mathematics have been ongoing during the past year 
and both the language arts and the social studies curriculum coord- 
inators from S.A.D. No. 28 have been working with our teachers on 
improving that coordination. 


A specific example is in the area of social studies where our 
eighth grade social studies program in the future will be world his- 
tory coinciding with the fact that world history is taught in grades 
8 and 9 in Camden. 


We continue work in all areas of curriculum in developing ob- 
jectives for these programs. Having quantified objectives for each 
curriculum area provides a guarantee that all significant areas of 
the curriculum are covered regardless of what the strength of em- 
phasis of a particular textbook or teacher may be. 


A new science program has been adopted in grades 1-6. The 
Addison-Wesley science textbook has been purchased and is in 
place at this time. 


The school has purchased video tape equipment and is cur- 
rently seeking ways to effectively implement this equipment into 
the instructional area for students. We would like to see a group 
of students trained in the use of video tape equipment and cooper- 
ating and coordinating with teachers in its implementation in the 
classroom. 


In the spring of last year we instituted a dental hygiene pro- 
gram including a voluntary fluoride rinse on a weekly basis. School 
volunteers have assisted in this program providing the necessary 
manpower to handle weekly fluoride use. 


Early this fall the Camden area YMCA approached Lincoln- 
ville School with the opportunity to enroll in swimming, water 
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safety and physical movement activities. The School Committee 
considered this and approved each of these programs for adoption 
_ for our students during the 1980-81 school year. 


At the present time we are pleased to have parent groups 
working in two areas for the improvement of our students’ opportu- 
nities. These include the sponsoring of enrichment performing arts 
programs for students and the development of a local resource file 
for students interested in particular avocational or vocational in- 
terests. 


Building and Grounds 


We have continued our emphasis on improving our facilities. 
During the past year we have made one large swap, specifically 
the art and music program and room have been moved to the base- 
ment and the special education program has been moved to the 
room previously occupied by art and music. The basement room 
now used for art and music has been remodeled through painting, 
a new ceiling and new lighting. 


Construction has continued within the school with the build- 
ing of shelves for classrooms and libraries. 


Outside of the building we have made significant increases in 
the amount of playground apparatus, most noticeably through con- 
struction of a wood and rope climbing and movement dome. In ad- 
dition, through the help of CETA we have completely repainted 
the exterior of the school. The south driveway and playground 
have been retarred, additional landscaping has been done by Chris 
Payne, and the Boy Scouts with the help of Swiss Hardy, and final- 
ly, we have placed a rail fence within the stone walls marking our 
playground boundaries. 


Miscellaneous 


We are continuing to pursue the use of our school as a com- 
munity resource. To this extent we have made our library available 
to the town at hours other than school hours and during vacation 
periods. We also have rented a portion of our multi-purpose room 
to a private Kindergarten for use during the school year. Both of 
these programs have worked well and are providing the community 
with what we believe to be valuable resources. 


The last two areas we will mention are areas that have con- 
sumed a considerable amount of our time in the past and will con- 
tinue to do so into the future. 
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Five years ago we were involved in a self-evaluation of our 1-8 
program. At that time we were a member of the Appleton-Hope- 
Lincolnville Community School District. Since that time Lincoln- 
ville has withdrawn and now has its own school system. State regu- 
lations require, however, that every five years a self-evaluation 
must be done and must include not only a review of the previous 
self-evaluation and progress but also directions for the next five 
years. Your School Committee is now deeply involved in this re- 
view and update. Plans call for a proposed update being completed 
in the winter and presented at a public hearing to the town of Lin- 
colnville for their suggestions, modifications and changes. We view 
this as a most important endeavor inasmuch as it will help set tie 
direction and the tone for Lincolnville School for a considerable 
period to come. 


For the past three years the Lincolnville School Committee 
has been actively pursuing the question of a superintending-prin- 
cipal. Last year we petitioned the Commissioner of Education and 
Cultural Services for the establishment of a superintending-principal 
in Lincolnville. The Commissioner denied our petition. As of this 
writing a bill has been drafted and submitted to the upcoming ses- 
sion of the Maine Legislature. It is our expectation that action on 
this bill would occur late in the winter or early in the spring of 
1981. Your School Committee remains committed to the establish- 
ment of a superintending-principal for Lincolnville and is pursuing 
this matter to the fullest extent possible under Maine state statutes. 
It is our hope that this pursuit will result in a superintending-prin- 
cipalship for the town of Lincolnville.

Departmental Operations 


The Departmental operations for the fiscal year showed a net un- 
expended balance of $37,217.02 lapsed to unappropriated surplus, 
per the following summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $40,944.88 
Overdrafts S120100 
Net Unexpended Balance $37.2t7.02 


The overlay, supplemental taxes, unallocated excise tax revenue 
and unexpended balances in the administration, dump facilities 
and interest accounts less tax abatements and overdrafts in officers 
Salaries, state aid road construction and public seating were the 
major factors contributing to the net unexpended departmental 
balance lapsed to surplus.

The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial 
Statements: 


ASSETS. . . .The general cash balance was $36,988.04 at January 
31, 1980. Payroll deduction funds of $121.01 were invested pend- 
ing further financial activity. Federal revenue sharing funds amount- 
ed to $985.22. The bank balances used in reconciling the cash 
balances were confirmed by the depositories. The change fund 

was counted. 


Taxes receivable totaled $28,915.22 at the year end. Of this amount 
$28,707.20 was for current year accounts and the remaining balance 
of $208.02 was for delinquent accounts dating from 1975. Tax liens 
and tax acquired property amounted to $5,160.87 and $2,621.01 
respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS. .. .Current year lia- 
bilities consist of payroll deductions of $548.68 due governmental 
agencies and an amount of $100.00 due the special fund. 


Unexpended departmental balances totaling $34,753.26 consisted 
of school accounts carried forward in accordance with statutory 
requirements. 
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The excess of actual state revenue sharing funds over estimated 
totaling $5,033.07 and the business inventory tax of $1,889.65 
_ were carried forward to be applied to the 1980 tax commitment. 


Unappropriated federal revenue sharing funds of $7,100.44 were 
available at February 1, 1979. Entitlement payments for the fiscal 
year amounted to $18,143.00. Interest earnings credited to the 
fund totaled $391.78. Appropriated revenue sharing funds of 
$24,650.00 were transferred to the town’s operating account for 
public transportation purposes. Unappropriated funds totaled 
$985.22 at January 31, 1980. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $31,679.99, a decrease 
of $17,008.19 for the fiscal year. This change was occasioned prin- 
cipally by the voter authorized transfers for various departmental 
operations less the net departmental balance lapsed. 


DEBT FUND. ...The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet 
as a separate fund, reflects bonds payable of $290,000.00 for 
school addition purposes. These obligations are to be retired dur- 
ing the ensuing nine years. 


SCHOOL CONSTRUCTION FUND. ...The cash balance was 
$397.91 and consisted of a demand deposit of $13.80 and a 
balance of $384.11 in a statement savings account. 


The fund balance of $397.91 was available for further expenditure 
at January 31, 1980. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS... .Trust fund principals totaled 
$20,392.15 and unexpended income amounted to $1,595.56. 
These funds were represented by various bank deposits, investment 
certificates and savings bonds. 


Reserve funds for a new fire truck totaled $10,000.00 at January 
31, 1980. These funds were not invested in accordance with Title 
30, Section 5202 of the Maine Revised Statutes but were turned 
over to the Lincolnville Volunteer Fire Department. It is suggested 
that these funds be returned to the town for proper control and 
investment. 


SPECIAL FUNDS. . . .Special funds for various purposes totaled 
$3,508.89 at January 31, 1980. 


These funds were invested in time deposits in various banking in- 
stitutions. 
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GENERAL 


The use of excise tax revenue, transfers from surplus and appropri- 
ations from federal revenue sharing funds were voter authorized at 
the regular and special town meetings. 


RECOMMENDATION. ...The following recommendation is worthy 
of consideration: 


It is recommended that the treasurer reconcile the 
checkbook balance with the bank statement monthly. 
It is also suggested that the treasurer’s cash balance 
be reconciled with the general ledger periodically.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The budget asked for $59,000 for snow. removal and sanding 
during the period 1981/82. The figure was reduced to $55,000 
when put to a vote at the March town meeting. As a result of this 
action, a shortage of funds developed making it necessary, in order 
to function efficiently, to appropriate additional funds. It would 
seem, therefore, that budgetary figures completed following care- 
ful examination of past performances, expenditures and inflation- 
ary trends are somewhat more accurate than blanket cuts proposed 
by individuals who have made no effort, prior to the moment of 
making such proposal, to acquaint themselves with facts related to 
the subject matter. In the interest of more effective government, 
we suggest that persons interested in budgetary matters make 
known their concerns to the municipal officers at least a month 
prior to the town meeting. The Board will make every effort to 
inform them. 


Highways & Bridges: $25,000 was raised and appropriated 
for Highways and Bridges of which sum $21,742 was expended 
leaving a balance of $3,257 to which sum was added $158, mak- 
ing a total balance of $3,415. 


By legislative enactment all of Slab City and Belmont Roads 
were returned to the town. A grant of $17,000 will be provided 
annually for road maintenance and construction (subject to change, 
we presume). 


State Aid Roads: Three units, $5,994, was raised and appro- 
priated for State Aid Roads pending receipt of matching funds. 
Since no such funds were made available, no expenditures were 
made from funds raised. 


The town raised and appropriated the sum of $49,670 to liquid- 
ate its annual commitment to the Maine Municipal Bond Bank. 
Due to a credit in the amount of $514.50 received from that insti- 
tution and applicable to the current annual payment, only 
$49,155.50 of the original sum appropriated was expended, leav- 
ing a balance of $514.50. 


Funds raised and appropriated to defray the cost of the Cam- 
den-Rockport dump operation amounted to $14,500. This sum 
would have sufficed had the Penscot Farm’s dump operation con- 
tract not been cancelled. Beginning in January of 1982, the four 
towns will be entering into a contract, for the transfer of solid waste, 
with the Sawyer Environmental Recovery Facilities, Inc. Lincoln- 


ville’s prorated share of the costs of transfer will be in the area of 
$35,000, this subject to possible changes is based on currently 
projected estimates. 


Legal Fees: A preponderance of legislative enactments over 
the past ten years make it hazardous for town governing bodies to 
act, under certain conditions, without aid of legal counsel. During 
the year 1981, this office spent $712 for legal aid in representing 
the town’s interests, excluding court action. 


However, we do have a number of people in violation of 
state and local ordinance who have ignored our pleas to them to 
comply with existing laws. Enforcement by court procedure will 
cost considerab!y more than legal funds heretofore appropriated. 
Inasmuch as the municipal officers are required to enforce such 
laws and may be penalized for failure to do so, the town will be 
asked to raise and appropriate more than the usual amount for 
legal fees.

Field work on buildings is complete with the exception of 
a few isolated cases that were in the process of construction or 
remodeling when visited. However, there is considerable paper- 
work to be completed along with land values to be determined.

If any resident owner 
after such notice, or any non-resident owner after being reason- 
ably requested thereto by the assessors, does not bring in such 
lists, he is thereby barred of his right to make application to 

the assessors or the county commissioners for any abatement of 
his taxes, unless he offers such lists with his application and 
satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed. 
The request upon non-resident owners may be proved by a 
notice sent by mail directed to the last known address of the 
taxpayer or given by any other method that brings notice 

home to the taxpayer.”’ 


Notice to Veterans Desiring Tax Exemption 


Any veteran who desires to secure exemptions allowed by law, 
shall file written proof of entitlement on or before the first 

day of April with the Assessors of the town in which he resides, 
whereupon the Assessors shall grant exemption to such persons, 
while so qualified.

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DOG LAW 


All owners or keepers of dogs in the Town of Lincolnville are 
hereby reminded of their responsibility as stated in statutes of 
the State of Maine, which read in part as follows: 


On or before the first day of January of each year, the owner 
or keeper of any dog six months old or over shall apply to the 
city or town clerk either orally or in writing for a license for 
each such dog owned or kept by him. Such application shall 
State the breed, sex, color and markings of such dog and the name 
and address of the owner. 


A fee of $5.50 shall be paid the city or town clerk for each 
license issued on all dogs 6 months old or older capable of pro- 
ducing young. All dogs shall be considered capable of producing 
young unless a certificate issued by any licensed veterinarian 
stating that the dog, if female, was made incapable of producing 
young by spaying by him, or, if male, was made incapable of 
producing young by sterilization by him, or upon examination 
by him ts certified to be incapable of producing young or by pre- 
vious registration, the owner has declared that the dog is capable 
of producing young. When that certificate accompanies the 
application, a fee of $2.00 shall be paid for each license. In addi- 
tion to the amount paid for a license and tag, each applicant 
shall pay the city or town clerk $1 for recording and making a 
return to the Commissioner of Agriculture. All license fees 
received from dogs incapable of producing young shall be 
retained by the municipality. Said fees shall be kept in a separate 
account and shall be used for costs and salaries for animal control 
and enforcement of licensing laws or to support one or more ap- 
proved humane society or shelter or municipal or regional shelter. 


Any person becoming the owner or keeper of a dog after the 
first day of January, not duly licensed as required, shall, with- 
in 10 days after he becomes the owner or keeper of said dog, 
cause said dog to be described as provided. 


All owners or keepers of dogs in the Town of Lincolnville are 
also reminded that the following regulations were adopted on 
April 1, 1968 in accordance with the provisions of the revised 
statutes of the State of Maine and are still in effect: 


1. No license shall be issued for any dog in the state 
without the presentation of a valid certificate showing 
that the animal has been immunized against rabies. 
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2.  Acertificate of immunization shall be considered valid 
for the purpose of license issuance if it is authorized 
by a licensed veterinarian or by an official Health Dept. 


3.  Thecertificate must show that the date of immunization 
has been within 730 days preceding the date of application 
for the license. 


Chapter 45 — Section 3455 ‘Dogs not to run at Large... .” 


It shall be unlawful for the owner of any dog, licensed or un- 
licensed, to permit such dog to run at large, except when used 
for hunting. 


‘At large’’ means off the premises of the owner and not under 
the control of any person by means of personal presence and 
attention as will reasonably control the conduct of such dog. 


Penalties: The Officer having jurisdiction may prosecute 
the owner of any dog running at large, and any person upon con- 
viction shall be punished by a fine of not less than $25. nor 
more than $100.

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REPORT OF LINCOLNVILLE 
VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT, 1981 


Although fire calls have decreased from 46 in 1980 to 36 in 
1981, our largest calls are chimney fires. The biggest reason for 
this is air tight stoves burning green wood and not having chimneys 
cleaned on a regular basis. 


We have 35 active members at this time and continually wel- 
come new volunteers. For training this year we held a pump school 
in our own town with a state certified instructor; also many of the 
men have taken training at the Camden Fire Station with classes 
given by teachers from Southern Maine Vocational Schoo! in Arson 
Detection and Structural Framing and Design. Many outdoor drills 
are held regularly and workbees on maintaining equipment. 


We took delivery of our new Engine 3 last April which is 
housed at the Beach station. We are very proud of this truck, it 
has helped meet our needs very well. 


Due to the retirement of Stanton Collemer, we have some new 
officers at the beach. We will all miss Stanton, and the whole de- 
partment greatly appreciates his many years of dedicated service. 


Officers are: Chief, Maurice R. Watts; 1st Assistant Chief, 
Warren Pendleton; Deputy Chief, Dan Fortin; and 2nd Assistant 
Chief, Earl Dearborn.

ROAD COMMISSIONER’S REPORT 


The town fared well in that there were no serious road wash- 
outs in 1981, which makes available some surplus in both the High- 
way and the Tar and Surface accounts. 


Ditching and grading were done on High Street, Heal Road, 
Johnston, Hutchings and Brakewood Roads. Due to some increase 
of year round residents in Cobbtown and heavy summer traffic, 
maintenance on that road is increasing.

This year we transported 791 patients, 171 more than in 
1980. We traveled a total of 23,648 miles this year, 10,247 miles 
further than in 1980. The vehicles were in service for 1,355 hours, 
530 hours more than in 1980. 1981 has been our busiest year on 
record, with 413 runs in Camden, 219 runs in Rockport, 48 runs 
in Lincolnville, and 21 runs in Hope. The rest were runs to towns 
in state and out of state. 


The year 1981 has been a very important one for upgrading 
our membership. Presently, we have a total of thirty licensed 
personnel, 17 of whom are EMT’s, four advanced EMT‘s, two RN’s, 
and seven licensed attendants. We will soon have a graduate EMT 
join our ranks with two more attendants taking the spring class. 


Six of our members will be taking the Spring Advanced Life 
Support class, which will bring a total of ten Advanced EMT’s. 
Seven of our members are American Heart C.P.R Instructors, one 
of whom is an instructor-trainer with another as an affiliate faculty 
member for the state. Continuing education has been an important 
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factor with CPR classes, and a 10% hour training seminar at the 
Samoset. EMT classes are taught by three of our members who put 
in over 200 hours of time, as well as utilizing other EMT's as assist- 
ants. This not only benefits this area, but other communities as 
well. 


We have received generous community support in raising 
over $1,000 from our open house and bake sale. We were able to 
raffle off a Vigilant Vermont Casting Stove, which went to a lucky 
Rockport resident. We were able to hold blood pressure clinics 
jointly with fund raising which benefitted many residents in avoid- 
ing serious health problems. 


This year we were able to purchase a third eight-channel high 
band radio for Rescue One, with the help of generous community 
support and a Federal matching grant. Now all three vehicles have 
the capability of talking to all hospitals in the state, and some out 
of state. We are also able to communicate with local police and 
the state police. 


| would like to thank the members of the Lincolnville Fire 
Department for their assistance this past year. A helping hand is 
always appreciated. Thanks to all of those who support us.

This is my eighth Annual Report to the Joint Committee of the 
Appleton School Committee, the Hope School Committee, the 
Lincolnville School Committee and the M.S.A.D. No. 28 Board 
of Directors. It attempts to accurately reflect and highlight the 
work ongoing in the four districts in the past year. 


This report will utilize the same format as last year’s report. Spe- 
cifically, there are four separate sections of the report. One for 
Appleton (on blue paper), one for Hope (on yellow paper), one 
for Lincolnville (on pink paper) and one for M.S.A.D. No. 28 (on 
white paper). Each section will be broken down into various sub- 
sections. 


Again, as in the past, the school budget is not highlighted in this 
report. The proposed budget and accompanying explanations 
are highlighted in a second report given by me each year at the 
time of the budget vote in the four districts. 


Sometimes it is easy for a superintendent of schools to become im- 
mersed in budgets, buildings and buses. There is no question that 
these are important elements of an effective operating school sys- 
tem. Nevertheless, the heart of a school system is its students and 
its teachers operating together in the classroom. Therefore, our 
focus continues to remain on staff and program development as 
the most important areas for maintaining and improving education. 
| feel that | am very fortunate to have four Boards of Education 
who continually focus on and require their administrators to focus 
on program and staff development as they influence and improve 
our students. The commitment of each Board to these areas makes 
my job a rewarding one.

Central Administration 


The Lincolnville superintending-principalship has now been ap- 
proved and its pending implementation in July of 1982 has created 
profound effects for Lincolnville and has had a noticeable impact 
on Appleton, Hope and S.A.D. 28. 


Lincolnville has worked hard to chart this new course for its ad- 
ministration. In April of 1981 the Maine State Legislature passed 
a bill allowing Lincolnville to employ their own superintendent 
provided that the towns of Appleton, Camden, Hope and Rock- 
port in addition to Lincolnville approved of this concept through 
a referendum vote. The referendum was held on November 3, 
1981 and was an overwhelming success for Lincolnville. The vote 
in the individual towns was: Camden 861 yea, 391 nay; Rockport 
456 yea, 197 nay; Lincoinville 301 yea, 110 nay; Hope 62 yea, 
144 nay; and Appleton 105 yea, 75 nay. Lincolnville residents also 
voted 300 to 108 to authorize the Schoo] Committee to hire a 
superintending-principal. 


The remaining three districts have met during the past two months 
in an attempt to arrive at an effective time and cost sharing formula 
for central office personnel. At a special meeting on November 23, 
1981 it was voted to maintain all current central office personnel 
at existing F.T.E. levels; basically, this means that the three remain- 
ing districts will pick up Lincolnville’s approximately $10,000 
share of central office expenses. This increase will be allocated on 
the basis of time spent in each of the districts by central office per- 
sonnel during the 1980-81 school year. Such an allocation results 
in S.A.D. 28’s share of the central office budget remaining the 
same, Hope’s increasing approximately $1,500 and Appleton’s 
increasing over $8,000. 


However, it is the recommendation of the Superintendent that the 
~ Joint Committee reconsider at the December 17, 1981 Annual 
Meeting its action of November 23, 1981. Specifically, it is recom- 
mended that the position of Assistant Superintendent be reduced 
to a three-quarter time position and that S.A.D. 28 assume 18% 
of this three-quarter time position’s cost while Hope and Apple- 
ton each assume 41% of the three-quarter time position’s cost. 
Such an allocation of time would result (using current salaries) in 
an approximate increase of $2,000 for Hope and $2,000 for Apple- 
ton while S.A.D. 28’s central office expenses would remain at 
current levels. 
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It is recognized that this has been a difficult transition for all four 
districts and that particularly during the past two months it has 
been especially difficult for Appleton, Hope, S.A.D. 28 and Ed 
Savage (who ably fills the position of Assistant Superintendent). 
Nevertheless, it is the Superintendent's considered opinion that 
the proposal outlined immediately above represents the best solu- 
tion for effectively scheduling and utilizing central office person- 
nel across the three districts remaining in the Joint Committee 
July of 1982 at a minimum cost increase. My special thanks to Ed 
Savage’s hard work and reasoned understanding of his job and this 
situation during the past few months. 


Appleton this year has employed a new teaching Principal, Jack 
McDonald. The Appleton Village School has shown positive effects 
of his orderly administration of the building. Students, staff and 
community have benefitted from his leadership. 


At the remaining buildings we remain with a stable principalship. 
Marvin Higgins is the Principal at Rockport Elementary School and 
the Elm Street School; Arthur Andrews is the Principal of the 
grades 6-8 Mary E. Taylor Middle School; Ross Holt and Don Pal- 
mer are the Principal and Assistant Principal respectively of Cam- 
den-Rockport High School; Peter Kress is Principal of the grade 
1-8 Lincolnville School and Beth Guiseley is Principal of the grade 
- 1-8 Hope Elementary School. 


New positions in $.A.D. 28 this year which also have direct impli- 
cations for Appleton, Hope and Lincolnville are those of curriculum 
coordinators in the areas of English, math, social studies and science. 
Job descriptions developed for these positions include the respon- 
sibility for meetings and coordination with elementary schools 
both within $.A.D. 28 and feeding into S.A.D. 28’s high school. 
Serving this year as curriculum coordinators are Bruce McKenzie, 
mathematics; David Littlefield, science; Faith Vautour, social 
studies; and Mike Weatherwax, English. 


New quasi-administrative positions within S.A.D. 28 include the 
following. 


With the elimination of the reading consultant as a full time position, 
two reading coordinators have been employed. Mary Szwec fills 

that position ably for grades 6-8 and Paula LeClair is her able coun- 
terpart for grades K-5. 


Again, with the elimination of the reading consultant's position 
which for the past two years has also included coordination of 
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Title | programs, a Title | coordinator has been employed, Bill 
Vogt, who has jumped into in-depth parent advisory committee 
meetings, budget and program development over the past four 
months. 


Deborah Bower continues as Director of Special Education for 
M.S.A.D. No. 28. Her able leadership has provided us with a special 
education program that is now recognized as a quality certified pro- 
gram in special education. 


Michael Drons continues for the second year as our Gifted and 
Talented Program Coordinator and has overseen not only the suc- 
cessful implementation of the program last year in grades 6-12 but 
the implementation this year of the program in grades 1-5. 


Nancy Anderson is in her fourth year as central office secretary. 
She continues as a capable, efficient and accurate worker who rep 
resents quality work to the four districts served and their com- 
munities. 


Pat Duncan is now in her seventh year with us as central office 
Financial Manager. Her presence during this time has been invalu- 
able to the district. The accuracy of her work, the long hours she 
puts in, her effort and good natured spirits go a long way to estab- 
lish confidence on the part of the residents and employees in the 
district regarding our financial affairs. 


Sharon Danforth assists Pat as a part-time bookkeeper and is in her 
fourth year with us in this function. We are fortunate to have her 
not only because of the quality of her work but because of the 
warmth and pleasant personality which she brings to this office. 


The net result is a warm, responsive and responsible central office 
secretarial and financial management staff. 


At the June Town Meeting Lincolnville voters adopted a Line Item 
Budget format. The purpose of this budget format is to allow voters 
to vote on various subcategories of the total budget, and then to 
vote on the total budget. The school budget will be presented in 
June and this new procedure will be used. Also, at the June Town 
Meeting, Lincolnville voters elected to increase the number of 
school committee members from three members to five members. 
Residents will, therefore, be electing three members this March in- 
stead of one. 
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With regards to the local administration of the school, Peter Kress 
continues as Principal with Kathryn Snow as secretary. Peter as- 
sumes the primary responsibility for the day to day operation of 
the school as well as staff evaluation, curriculum development, 
policy development and purchasing. The Superintendent of Schools 
assumes the primary responsibility for the legal requirements of 
finances, board agendas and minutes, nomination of staff, budget 
development and reporting. The Lincolnville School shares none 

of the cost of the Asssistant Superintendent of Schools. 


Staff 


The Lincolnville School has a number of new staff members this 
year. Julie Fournier (University of Maine - Farmington) is teaching 
Grade Five. Steve Hutchings (Southeastern Massachusetts Univer- 
sity) is teaching Grade Eight. A new position of Special Education 
tutor was begun last year and is staffed by Richard Kenaston (San 
Francisco State College). Glen Sargent (Berklee College of Music) 
is the new Band Instructor and Sandra Jerome (Westminster Choir 
Collete) will be teaching classroom music. Teachers returning to 
Lincolnville this year are: Suzanne Amore — Grade One; Rina Pot- 
vin — Grade Two; Sharon Litzerman — Grade Three; Julia Smart — 
Grade Four; Homer Achorn — Grade Six; Paula Higgins — Grade 
Seven; Nancy Crawford — Special Education; and Joan Smith — 
Art. 


Milford Harvey is the new custodian at the school. Allan Frontin 
resigned to take a position at the Y.M.C.A. Allan did a fine job at 
Lincolnville Central School and will be missed. Other returning 
staff members are: Pauline Davis — Cook; Sharon Pendleton — 
Assistant Cook; Cindy Trundy — Aide; and Janice Samson — Aide. 


Speech services are being provided through the Speech and Hear- 
ing Clinic at Camden Community Hospital as a speech therapist 
could not be found to hire. 
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Buildings and Grounds 


Compared to the recent past, this year has seen little building and 
grounds development at Lincolnville Central School. Three pro- 
jects of note during 1981 were: 


A. Fire exit doors have been installed in Grades 1-4 to insure 
greater safety for our students. 


B. Windows in the older section of the school have been rebuilt 
and substantially reduced. This project will greatly increase 
the efficient use of energy in those classrooms. The cost of 
the window project was funded fifty percent (50%) by the 
Town of Lincolnville and fifty percent (50%) by the Federal 
Government. 


C. A walk-in freezer was installed at Lincolnville Central School 
near the kitchen as had originally been planned when the 
addition was added to the school. The cost of this freezer was 
funded seventy-five percent (75%) by the State of Maine and 
twenty-five percent (25%) by Lincolnville Central School. 
Lincolnville’s share has been paid through the sale of the 
freezers the school owned. 


Curriculum and Instruction 


Curriculum and its effect on students is what Lincolnville Central 
School is all about. It is what we are in business for. It is what we 
do every day with your children. Curriculum is the major priority 
at Lincolnville Central School. A school curriculum changes regu- 
larly. These changes are often a reflection of the changes we see 
taking place in the world around us. The changes in curriculum 
may be due to new methods of teaching or learning. Curriculum 
may change because a new skill may be needed for students. Cur- 
ciculum may change because school personnel forget to include 
something important in the curriculum. Curriculum changes at Lin- 
colnville Central School for all of these reasons. The Lincolnville 
Central School staff regularly reviews all curriculum areas to see 
that we are meeting the needs of our students. During the past few 
few years new Reading, Mathematic, Social Studies, and Science 
series have been adopted. Better coordination has taken place be- 
tween the Lincolnville Central School curriculum and Camden- 
Rockport High School curriculum, so as to make sure Lincolnville 
students are ready for high school. Student performance goals and 
objectives have been discussed and then adopted in every academic 
subject. Teachers know what to teach and students know what they 
must learn. 
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This year this work on curriculum continues, specifically the fol- 
lowing have taken place: 


A. —Lincolnville Central Schoo! has adopted the Houghton- 
Mifflin Math and Reading Management systems so as to bet- 
ter monitor student growth in Math and Reading. 


B. The Lincolnville Central School Principal is meeting with the 
S.A.D. No. 28 Curriculum Coordinators on a regular basis to 
discuss high school and elementary school curriculums. 


C. ~~ Lincolnville Central School has adopted a World History pro- 
~ gram for Grade Eight. 


D. Lincolnville Central School staff have been involved ina 
major study of student discipline. 


E. Lincolnville Central School staff together with the staffs 
from Hope and Appleton adopted Social Studies objectives 
for Grades 1-4. 


In other curriculum areas, the Lincolnville Agriculture Project 
was discontinued by the Lincolnville School Committee. This pro- 
ject, funded by the Federal Government for $55,000.00 sought 
to develop an Agriculture Curriculum for the State of Maine. 


The Lincolnville Central School entered into a sports league with 
Hope, Appleton, and S.A.D. No. 28 schools this year. Our stu- 
dents will be participating in soccer, basketball and baseball. Funds 
to support Lincolnville participation in this league are being raised 
by the Lincolnville Parent Group. 


Recommendations for 1982 


1. Set up the Superintendent's office and organize and develop 
procedures that will be needed for this new position at Lin- 
colnville Central School. 


2. Purchase a microcomputer for student, teacher and adminis- 
trative use. 


3. Explore purchasing a small lawn tractor for maintenance of 
the grounds at Lincolnville Central School. 


Remodel the boys and girls bathrooms. 
Explore hiring a physical education teacher. 
Asphalt the parking area.

Fiscal Year Ended January 31, 1981 


1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 
The accounting policies of the Town of Lincolnville conform to 
generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to gov- 
ernmental units. 


A. 


Basis of Presentation 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of 
funds or account groups, each of which is considered a 
separate accounting entity. The operations of each fund 
are accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing ac- 
counts that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund balance, 
revenues and expenditures. The various funds are grouped 
by type in the financial statements. 
Governmental Funds 
General Fund — The general fund Is the general operat- 
ing fund of the Town. All general tax revenues and other 
receipts that are not allocated by law or contractual 
agreement to another fund are accounted for in this fund. 
From the fund are paid the general operating expendi- 
tures, the fixed charges and the capital improvement 
costs that are not paid through other funds. 


Special Revenue Fund — Special revenue sharing funds 
are used to account for revenues derived from specific 
taxes or other earmarked revenue sources, including 
federal revenue sharing funds. 
Capital Projects Fund — Capital projects fund is used to 
account for all resources and project authorizations used 
in the acquisition or construction of capital facilities 
and other fixed assets. 

Fiduciary Funds 
Trust Funds — Trust funds are used to account for assets 
held in trust by the Town for others. 

Account Group 
General Long-Term Debt — This account group is estab- 
lished to account for the long-term debt that is backed 
by the Town’s full faith and credit. 

Basis of Accounting 

The modified accrual basis of accounting is followed by 
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the General, Special Revenue, Capital Project, Trust and 
Capital Reserve and Special Funds. The modified accrual 
basis of accounting is defined as the basis of accounting 
under which expenditures are recorded as incurred and 
revenues are recorded when received in cash except for 
material and/or available revenues which are accrued to 
reflect properly the taxes levied and the revenues earned. 
C. General Fixed Assets 


The Town does not maintain a record of its general fixed 
assets. Expenditures for property and equipment are charged 
against departmental operations whenever such items are 
purchased. 

. Property Tax 


The Town’s property tax for the current year was levied July 
10, 1980 on the assessed value listed as of April 1, 1980 for all 
real and personal property located in the Town. Taxes were due 
on October 31, 1980 with interest at 12% retroactive to Octo- 
ber 1, 1980. 

. Long-Term Debt 


The statutes of the State of Maine limit the Town debt out- 
standing to a percentage of its last full State valuation. At Janu- 
ary 31, 1981, the Town’s direct debt totaled $255,000.00. 

. Pension Plan 

Eligible Town employees are covered under both the Maine 
State Retirement System and Social Security. 

Employees participating in the Maine State Retirement System 
are eligible for normal retirement upon attaining the age of sixty 
and early retirement after completing twenty-five or more years 
of creditable service. 

. Appropriated Fund Balance 

Historically the Town carries certain departmental unexpended 
balances forward to the ensuing year for expenditure. This is 
usually in lieu of additional appropriations in any particular ac- 
count or by state statute.

6. Capital Reserve and Special Funds 
Capital reserve and special funds, for various purposes, have 
been established in the past by statutory provisions or a vote by 
the townspeople. These funds were invested in savings accounts 
at year end. 

7. Capital Projects Fund 


The construction of the addition to the school was completed 
during the year. The unexpended balance of $205.99 was trans- 
ferred to the general fund balance. 

8. General 
The allocation of excise tax revenue, transfers from surplus, 
appropriations from federal revenue sharing funds and the use 
of overlay for specific purposes were authorized by the towns- 
people at the regular and special town meetings.
